Calm, Deliberate Study 
Needed On Labor Measures 


The Executive Council of the American Federation 
of Labor .says an “era of good feeling is setting in on 
the Industrial front!” 
And Secretary Schwellenbach 
pa d the same thing to the Senate I,abor Committee. 
We hope it is true. But the “chief disturbing factor" 
at present, according to the A. F. of L. leaders, is the 
threat of “ill-considered and punitive” labor legisla­ 
tion 
They warn Congress to avoid that “tragic mis­ 
take.** 
Many are of the belief that the prospects Con­ 
gress will enact some sort of labor legislation has a 
pood deal tp do with the current period of compara­ 
tive-industrial peace. 
The present disturbing factor, 
It seems, is John L. Lewis, who so recently returned 
to the A F of L wing of labor’s house, lf Mr. Lewis 
breaks loose with another coal strike as he may on 
April I—then there will be real clanger of “ill-consid­ 
ered and punitive” action by Congress. 
The nation 
will not get wise legislation by congressional action in 
the heat and anger of some great labor crisis, and by 
the same line of reasoning it won’t have permanently 
belter labor-management relations until it gets some 
corrective legislation. 
But heretofore it has seemed 
that nothing le.ss than a great crisis could stir both 
branches of Congress to act at all. Meanwhile, Con­ 
gress might indeed make a tragic mistake, and one it 
has made often before, if it accepted this lull in indus­ 
trial warfare as an excuse for doing nothing. 
The problem of Mr. Lewis and his miners is. of 
course, not the only matter to be considered. 
The 
fact that already more than 50 bills have been filed 
shows how varied the means which members of Con­ 
gress would employ to outlaw strikes and to promote 
g e n e ra lly better industrial relations. 
Many of these 
hill* cover identical ground and need not be given too 
much consideration. What is needed primarily is res­ 
toration of the balance between labor and manage­ 
ment to the end that collective bargaining will be 
what the name implies. 
Every popular poll which has been taken lately 
ah oms that public sentiment is overwhelmingly in fa­ 
vor of curbing monopolistic pow'er which labor leaders 
have acquired and which has enabled them to crip- 
ple the nation time and again. There is wide opposi­ 
t e to strikes in the fields of transportation and pub­ 
lic utilltie* , to secondary boycotts, 
to Jurisdictional 
at Tikes. 
On th e se points Congress ought to find it 
easy to reach an agreement. 
In any event, both Senate and House should know 
that the people expect an adequate answer to the 
mandate they gave Congress in the last election The 
current spell of better weather on the industrial front 
lf by no means a guarantee that it will continue. 
But It affords an opportunity for Congress to work: 
out a program of calm, deliberate, well-considered la­ 
bor legislation. If Congress does what it should with 
that opportunity the essential rights of workers will, 
a.< they shou.d, be protected, labor s cause will not suf­ 
fer, and the whole nation will benefit.

It ha5 never seemed the least likely that Secretary 
of State Marshall would abandon the atomic control 
pol.cy developed by Bernard M Baruch and fully sup­ 
posed by Secretary Byrnes. 
Nevertheless, since the 
retirement of Baruch and Byrnes there have been per- 
nstent efforts to persuade the public that the United 
S’ates would be Just as well off with various other 
p.ans 
These efforts usually took the plausible form of 
suggesting that there was no need to argue with Rus- 
s.a about the ve*to because individual nations already 
possess the right, under Article 51 of the Charter, to 
•ct in self-defen.se if they are attacked. 
Actually. Baruch had taken this provision into 
conv .ceration when he insisted so strongly that en­ 
forcement of atomic controls must not be subject to 
the veto of any one nation. He foresaw that to rely 
or. Article 51 would be to fatally weaken the United 
Nations by bypassing its authority on the mast cru­ 
cial of issues. 
It is reassuring, therefore, to have the flat state­ 
ment of Warren R Austin, United States delegate to 
the United Nations Security Council and the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission, that this nation's 
International atomic control policy remains unchanged 
• r.d that Washington Is ready to proceed with dis­ 
armament discussions. 
This announcement followed Austin’s first leng­ 
thy conference with the new Secretary of State and 
should end any gossip that American policy is In a 
p*Afe of flux 
Austin saw fit to add that “No country 
or earth is more devoted to the cause of disarmament 
—meaning disarmament of all kinds—than the United 
S -a 'es” The record bears him out though the Hus­ 
sa rs for reasons of their own, have seen fit to im- 
‘ pjgn American motives.

PICTURE 
S 


INCE th ^ advent of the sulfon­ 
am ides and penicillin, physi­ 
cians are less inclined to refer 
to the pneum onias as “lobar"* 
or “bronchial.” 
They are m ore in ­ 
terested in the causative germ, for 
here lies the secret of treatm en t 
and the ultim ate outcome. Hence 
th e 
a d j e c t i v e 
•pneum ococcic,” 
“streptococcic.” or “virus” are used. 
To ascertain the cause, a study of 
th e sputum is'necessary. 
In addi­ 
tion, a high white blood count us­ 
ually 
implies 
bacterial 
invasion. 
On the other hand, when the num ­ 
ber of w hite corpuscles is w ithin 
norm al lim its or lower, a virus is 
suggested. 
T he form er group re­ 
sponds to the wonder drugs but th e 
latter is unaffected by these prepa­ 
rations unless bacteria are also pres­ 
en t or take over the reins a day or 
two later. 


Pneum onia is liable to descend 
upon its victim with a chill and in 
approxim ately 80 per cent of th e 
cases th e disease sets in suddenly. 
T here is no w arning and it may de­ 
velop while working or sleeping. Al­ 
most sim ultaneously, the tem pera­ 
ture rises and, w ithin 12 hours, may 
m ount to 105 degrees F. It is likely 
to be lower in the elderly and alco­ 
holics but higher in youngsters and 
healthy 
young 
and 
m iddle 
aged 
adults. 
During this period a tickling sen­ 
sation arises in the th ro at and bron­ 
chial tubes, leading to dry, hackm g 
sough. 
Shortly thereafter, m ucus 
begins to accum ulate and, when ex­ 
pectorated, is often blood 
tinged. 
O ver the involved area in th e lung, 
pleurisy pain is not unusual w hich 
is distressing and may prove trouble­ 
some for the next two or three days. 
Since the norm al exchange of oxy­ 
gen and carbon dioxide is altered, 
breathing becomes m ore rapid and 
the pulse quickens. 
In th e past, individuals so afflict­ 
ed rem ained in this state for eight 
to IO days. M any failed to m ake th e 
grade; others were left so weakened 
th a t weeks and m onths were re­ 
quired to regain strength. M odern 
drugs have changed the picture and 
nowadays 
the 
tem perature 
falls 
quickly so th a t by the end of th* 
second or third day, dram atic im ­ 
provem ent is noted. 


But all pneum onias do not sta rt 
so abruptly. 
In m any 
instances, 
they follow an ordinary’ cold or se­ 
vere 
bronchitis. 
Sometim es 
th e 
transition from one to th e other ut 
hardly noticeable. Unless exam ined, 
the condition may escape detection 
for several days and is suspected 
only when th e period of convales­ 
cence is out of proportion or more 
storm y th an one would anticipate 
from a sim ple respiratory 
infec­ 
tion. 
T he virus type comes on slowly 
and, for the first few days, sym p­ 
tom s resemble tile flu. 
Headaclte, 
m alaise, generalised 
body aching, 
fever, and chilly sensations are com ­ 
monly observed. X -ray of the chest 
Iv sometimes needed 
in 
order to 
m ake 
the 
diagnosis 
because 
the 
sounds usually heard w ith the ste th ­ 
oscope are absent or misleading. 
T he m odern physician has so m uch 
to offer th e pneum onia p atien t th a t 
he no longer announces hts news 
to the family with a long face ob­ 
viously hoping for the best but ex­ 
pecting the worst. 
TIU* does not 
m ean th a t the m alady has lost its 
sting, for. if unattended, it is as d an ­ 
gerous as it was a generation ago. 
Success depends on early recogni­ 
tion and appropriate treatm ent.

Printing Office 
which has just announced that an “acute paper short­ 
age 
may force it to curtail operations. 
Newspapers 
ar.d other periodicals have been struggling with a 
similar shortage for several years. 
New spapers have been forced to resort to all sorts 
cf expedients, including the rejection of vast quan­ 
ti* :es of advertising, to get by on their limited sup* 
piles of newsprint. They know all about the difficul­ 
t ly of a situation which the Government Printing 
Office is now considering as a possible threat. 
The GPO is considering resort to federal priority 
TV'WF’rs to obtain enough paper for its needs. 
But a 
better solution suggests itself. 
Why not cut down on 
the mass of material which flows off the government 
presses every day? 
There Is a great deal of material in .scores of leaf­ 
lets and booklets which never would be missed lf the 
government stopped printing it. A prodigious amount 
of paper is wasted annually putting out government 
material not worth the ink used to print It. 
Nearly every newspaper In the country h a s been 
ihmmed down by th e paper shortage. It is difficult to 
thick o' 'omething better and more appropriate for 
feet Ta. publications than a similar reducing course.
